DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 2-6,8-10,12-14,1 6-20, 27-30, 32, 35 and 38 have been canceled by 
Applicant's amendment filed 6/3/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 7, 11, 15, 21-26, 31, 33-34, 36-37 and 39-40, renumbered as claims 1- 
17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above 
claims are allowed in view of Applicant's remarks. The prior art of the record fails to 
anticipate or fairly suggest the particular decoding process of the video frame, by 
determining that the second slice has not been decoded, suspending decoding the first 
slice for a first predetermined amount of time, then determining after the first 
predetermined amount of time that the second slice has not been decoded, then 
suspending decoding the first slice at least one subsequent time, wherein the length of 
each subsequent suspension of time is reduced by another predetermined amount, then 
determining that the second slice has been decoded, as specifies in independent claims 
1,11 (renumbered as claim 3), 15 (renumbered as claim 4) and 26 (renumbered as 
claim 10), along with all other limitation. 

Claims 7, 21-25, 31, 33-34, 36-37 and 39-40, renumbered as claims 2, 5-9 and 
11-17 are allowed by virtue of their dependency to allowable independent claims.
